BIDS FOR RIVER ROAD 


Contract or Highway from Laurel Lane 
to Tewksbury Line Goes to Water- 
town Contractor 


The Board of Public Works awarded a 
contract Saturday to the Cross Coal company 
for 200 tons of soft coal to be used at the 
pumping station at Hagvett's pond. 

Bids received were as follows: Cross Coal 
company, $6.50 per ton; Bernard L. Me- 
Donald company, $6.67 per ton. These were 
the only bids received, 

The Board of Public Works is now buying 
coal under certain specifications in order to 
avoid any controversy with the coal dealers. 
‘The dealers bid with the understanding that 
) if their coal does not measure up to standard 
they will be obliged to make good the loss 
and that if their coal exceeds the value de- 
manded they will be granted a bonus, The 
coal will be sampled by a representative of 
the board of public works and will be 
analyzed by A. D. Little Inc. of Boston. 

The object of the Board of Public Works 
in doing this is to ensure the town the best 
value for the money expended. The speci- 
fications require that the soft coal shall con- 
tain a certain amount of ash, sulphur and 
heat units. 


The selectmen and Superintendent Charles 
T. Gilliard of the Board of Public Works 
sttoncetl a mecting at the State House, 
Boston, at which the bids for the work to be 
done on River road were opened. A new 
highway is to be built starting from Laurel 
Lane and extending north to the Tewksbury 
line. One third of the cost of this work is paid 
for by the state, one third by the county 
and one third by the town.

Bottled Beverage Business Uses Much 
Sugar and Fruit 


When the sun shines down and the 
mercury climbs the people of the United 
States turn to “soft drinks,’ or “non- 
alcoholic beverages,"’ as they are desig- 
nated by the food control division of the 
Food, Drug, and Insecticide Administration. 
And when the dog days have passed and 
snow whirls there is still a EH PAIE con- 
sumption of soft drinks, not for the sake of 
the cooling effect they are supposed to have 
in summer but because people like them. J. 
W. Sale, of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, estimates that more than 
11,000,000,000 bottles of these beverages 
are consumed in the United States each 
year. They play a not unimportant role 
in providing a market for many farm 
products. Into these 11,000,000,000 bottles 
yo, it is estimated, 250,000 tons of sugar, 
5,000,000 pounds of fruit acid, 50,000 pounds 
of artificial color, 1,000,000 gallons of 
flavoring extract, and 400,000,000 gallons 
of carbonated water, 


There are all kinds of soft drinks. Some 
are pure fruit juices, Others belong to the 
“ade” class and contain from 15 to 20 per

added. There are also the nonalcoholic 
cordials, cereal beverages, and the bottled 
sodas. The bottled sodas account for the 
great bulk of the business. 


Most of the soft drinks now are free from 
harmful substances, but some are found to 
contain unwholesome or injurious acids, 
arsenical dyes, metallic salts, uncertified 
coal-tar dyes, or soap bark. It is to prevent 
the sale of harmful drinks and those im- 
property labeled that the regulatory forces 
cep after manufacturers, checking up the 
product, analyzing it for forbidden ingredi- 
ents, warning manufacturers to desist from 
unlawful practices, and prosecuting when 
necessary, 

Popular belief holds that artificial colors 
are harmful, but this is a mistake, provided 
they are the right kinds of colors. Careful 
tests have established that many of the coal- 
tar dyes are entirely harmless, and these are 
“permitted” for use in beverages.

Rolfe Plays at Roseland Tonight 


It is some rren’s fortune to be always 
keeping a few steps ahead of the times. 
These generally try out rew enterprises— 
and are generally successful. 

To see the genial portly figure of B. A. 
Rolfe, who appears at Roseland tonight, you 
might not guess that he is one of these 
pioneers. Surely, you say, this impressive 
okie individual can't be anything else 
but a president of banks who calmly counts 
out money in packages and never leaves his 
luxurious desk. 

Indeed, when vaudeville was much 
younger than it now is, Rolfe was an am- 
bitious young man who met another ambi- 
tious young man named Jesse Lasky, who 
had just come in from California. The two 
liked each other at once, and decided to join 
their ambitions. 

In a short time they had produced a dozen 
of the most elaborate spectacles vaudeville 
patrons had yet seen. They were the first to 
take the stereotyped dance and song turns 
and clothe them in silks and satins and bathe 
them with alluringly colored lights.

The team plugged along with encouraging 
success, turning out a couple of offerings 
every month. 

Then came the motion picture. Friends of 
both urged them to try their hand at the new 
medium.

He organized a few oflerings for vaudeville, 
and played on the road in Vincent Lopez’ 
orchestra—to get back in trim. Then came 
an opportunity to succeed Samuel Rothafel 
as director of the Strand theatre of New 
York City. It was the first of what the picture 
field now knows as “presentation” houses, 
where an elaborate dance or musical oJering 
is presented along with the pictures. 

Now Rolfe finds himself one of the biggest 
figures in any entertainment field—in still 
a new endeavor—being considered today as 
one of the best orchestra leaders of popular 
music on the concert stage or “over the air”.

“The butterfly valve which controls the 
flow of heat from the exhaust manifold 


toward the carburetor and intake now is 
made of a special heat-resisting metal, and 
its shaft is of a larger diameter to prevent 


its spring. 

“To insure adequate fuel supply at the 
higher speeds for which the new engine is 
designed, two high speed jets are built into 
the carburetor instead of one, The vacuum 
tank has been eliminated, and the mechanical 
fuel pump, with which Buick has been ex- 
yerimenting successfully for many months, 
has been substituted.

ARTICLE No. 28 


One of the laws of Auction Bridge 
that causes many arguments is the one 
covering insufficient bids — Law No. 
20, which states that any bid or double 
is an insufficient bid, unless it be higher 
than the last previous bid. Such an in- 
sufficient bid may be corrected before 
attention is called to the error. If atten- 
tion is called to the insufficient bid, 
however, the penalty is very severe, It 
is as follows: 

“If any player, other than the in- 
sufficient bidder, call attention to the 
insufficiency before the insufficient bid- 
der has corrected his bid and before the 
next player has declared, the bidder 
must make his bid sufficient and his 
partner is barred from further partici- 

ation in the auction. In such case, the 

id may be made sufficient by substi- 
tuting any higher bid in any suit or 
no-trump.” 

The tremendous loss that may result 
from the application of this law was 
well exemplified the other night in a 
duplicate game at one of the New York

Insurance Experiment 

Massachusetts is an experiment 
station, a laboratory for the nation, 
in our present trying out of the plan 
for compulsory automobile insurance. 
All the other 47 states of the Union 
are watching us. They expect to profit 
by our practice, Not only is this true, 
but countries all over the world have the 
test in mind and inquiries respecting 
it come to the State House from such 
faraway lands as New Zealand and of 
course from the nations immediately our 
neighbors. 

There is no precedent for what we 
have undertaken to do in this pioneer 
enterprise. Often it has been noted by 
students of economics and industry 
that our federated system by which 
18 states are compacted into a nation, 
is peculiarly favorable for such gropings. 
The experience of other states frequently 
has been cited here as to the value of 
pending legislative measures. This time 
we are furnishing them with an illus- 


Our first duty may be to ourselves, but 
this is another reason why we may 
hope that, now we have adventured 
upon the insurance plan, it shall have 
a fair trial and one of sufficient fulness 
to be of permanent value. 

It is extremely easy to become ex- 
cited about the situation, to attack 
Commissioner Monk, to charge that 
he is taking the point of view of the 
insurance men, to assert that private 
enterprise should make way for state 
handling, to submit remedies, to argue 
that the territorial basis is discrimina- 
tory, and to assail the insurance com- 
panies as mercenary. The proposed in- 
creases are great in many cases. The 
average person does not see the justice of 
an assessment larger for one side of the 
street than for another which may be in 
different zone. The person of small in- 
come, the teacher, for example, who 
pays a small sum down for a second- 
hand car. will naturally exclaim that 
the new rate is all out of proportion 
to the investment. It is well to re- 
member, however, that Commissioner

Monk is not only a competent, cone 
scientious official, but has no option 
in the matter as things stand now. 
He has proceeded on a sound basis, 
the same sort of basis that guides 
banks in making loans, wise mer- 
chants in ordering goods, alert business 
companies in building a budget and in 
providing for contingencies. 

The high rates distress thousands 
from Commissioner Monk, the Gov- 
enor and the mayor, down to the 
schoolboy who gets a battered old 
wreck of a car for a few dollars to tinker 
with. This general opposition to the 
increase has so centred attention on the 
situation that, if there is any remedy 
available, we shall probably get it before 
the new schedule becomes definitely 
effective.

The bureau of standards says that 
the lacquer on sterling silver, when 
It Is wearing off, should be removed 
by a solvent, such as @ lacquer thin- 
ner or butyl acetate. Jf the objects 
are discolored, they should be cleaned 
with a silver cleaner ang washed and 
dried carefully, avoiding finger marks 
on the surface. The silver may then 


be relacquered with a clear lacquer | 


for silverware sold by nivst lacquer 
manufacturers, After lacquering the 
objects should be dried at 100 to 120 
degrees Fahrenheit for 80-45 minutes. 
Time and money might be saved by

Sauerkraut has become such a popular 
article of diet in this country that we now 
produce about 18,000,000 gallons each year, 
the value of this amounting to over 3 million 
dollars, Sauerkraut has the same chemical 
composition as cabbage, the principal 
difierences being that the added salt and 
acid resulting from fermentation largely re- 
place the sugar of the cabbage. These changes 
make sauerkraut much more palatable than 
cabbage to many people and do not detract 
materially from its food value. 

A yery simple and practical method of 
trapping roaches in large numbers is to 
take several tin pans with vertical sides 
about 3 inches in height, greasing the bot- 
toms and sides with rancid butter and placing 
the pans where the pests are most numerous, 
The roaches will be trapped in the pans 
because of their inability to climb up the 
greased sides, and may be destroyed by 
shaking out into fire or boiling water.

of the weaker units in industry. This, how- 
ever, does not mean that the size alone spells 
success. The small or medium sized company 
with an honest, efficient, and progressive 
management has a better chance of success 
under present conditions than the huge 
corporation whose management is self 
satisfied, dilatory and non-progressive. To- 
day as always, the size of the man at the 
head is of more importance than the size 
of the business. 


Growth After Mergers Not Startling 


“Investors have, for some reason or other, 
come to believe that there is some magic in 
a merger that necessarily means a rapid in- 
crease in net profits and an advance in the 
price of the securities of the companies 
merged. However, this by no means is al- 
ways the case. True, the speculators play on 
merger rumors and prospects to advance the 
pas of securities involved; but from the 
long-pull standpoint many of our large in- 
dustrial consolidations of the past few years 
have yet to prove their value. For illustra- 
tion, out of 20 typical industrial mergers 
completed prior to Tos, 9 have since shown 
a declining net income, whereas 11 have 
shown some increase. Only 4 of these 20 
industrial consolidations could be called 
highly successful. Five of the 20 are in a 
weaker financial position, as gauged by net 
working capital, than they were just after 
the merger. 

“These corporations are some of the largest 
in the country. None of them has assets less 
than $20,000,000 and some run as high as 
$650,000,000. Moreover they cover import- 
ant lines of industry including chemicals, 
steel, food packing, building materials} tex- 
tiles, retail trade, paper, cement, baking, 
dairies and silk. A few of them have been 
very successful, but on the whole it cannot 
be said that they have resulted in any real 
achievements from a financial standpoint. 
It is possible that they will show benefits 
later on, but for the first three years after 
consolidation one cannot make any startling 
claims of that sort. 


Mergers For Efficiency or Necessity 


“There are two kinds of industrial mergers. 
Most of them are caused by necessity or 
expediency. A few are caused by the belief 
that, while the companies involved may be 
highly successful already, they would be 
more efficient if merged. In analysing the 
mergers from a financial standpoint, there- 
fore, we must take into consideration what

ROGER W. BABSON SHOWS CONSOLIDATION 
IS NOT A PANACEA FOR ALL ILLS 


Consolidation Fever Extends Throughout Our Economic Life — Public Utility Business 
Lends Itself to This Type of Organization—Railroad Consolidation 


Program Is Facing Impasse 


would have happened had they not been 
merged. Competition is fierce. Many mergers 
of the past six years were dictated by necessi- 
ty. Their failure to show remarkable growth 
since consolidation may not be entirely an 
argument against the value of consolidation. 
Had they not merged some of them would 
doubtless have fallen by the wayside. Never- 
theless, the investment public's blind faith 
in the efficacy of mergers to solve all of the 
company’s troubles and put it on the high- 
way to success is often times unfounded. 
Given good management and proper financial 
structure, consolidation is doubtless an aid 
to progress, but it should not be regarded as 
a panacea for all ills. 


Utility Mergers More Successful 

“The consolidation fever extends through- 
out our economic life. We find it not only in 
all manufacturing lines, but also in distri- 
butive trades, transportation, and public 
service companies. The big public utility 
consolidations of the past 10 years seem to be 
working out more favorably, on the average, 
than those in other lines. To some extent this 
is doubtless due to the monopolistic nature 
of the business. Competition is practically 
nonexistent for most of these utility combines. 
Furthermore, the public utility business 
seems to lend itself ro this type of organ- 
ization more readily, and to derive some im- 
mediate and spectacular benefits in the way 
of economies in financing and operation. 
The savings made possible through public 
utility consolidations are passed on to the 
consumer in the form of lower rates. More- 
over, the small and isolated towns and cities 
who are in most need of improved service 
and lower rates are the ones which get the 
greatest benefit. In such small centers the 
production of electricity or gas can only be 
obtained by an independent company at a 
high cost. Where such companies are taken 
into a large system the costs are at once 
lowered through conspicuous savings. There 
have been cases in the past few years where 
so-called public utility combinations were 
made without any economic justification, 
but on the whole the concentration into a 
few large systems is working to the benefit 
of the consumers, the companies, and their 
stockholders, 


Railroad Consolidation 

“There has been much smoke but very 
little fire in connection with railroad con- 
solidations. Numerous mergers have been 
planned and some have actuall gone as far 
as to call for exchange of securities; but few 
mergers have actually taken place. This is 
because the ideas Be the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission are at variance with 
those of the railroad executives. One of the

rincipal bones of contention is the demand 
xy the I. C. C, that every consolidation 

should take care of short lines in the terri- 
tory. The big railroad systems on the other 
hand, are unwilling to saddle themselves 
with the burden of those unprofitable short 
lines. There are, in all, about 650 Class 2 
and Class 3 railroads, which are mostly 
short line roads. They represent a total 
crperty value of around $1,000,000,000. 
While a few of them are operating profitably, 
the great majority are not. They are subject 
to keen competition from motor trucks and 
busses in the short haul business. Most of 
the short lines that are paying well are al- 
ready controlled by some of the larger sys- 
tems. Earning power of the others is negli- 
gible in proportion to the investment in 
them. 

“We now learn that a new railroad con- 
solidation bill will be presented this year 
calling for special favors for the short lines. 
The whole railroad consolidation program, 
therefore, is facing an impasse. The rail 
executives on the one hand do not believe 
it is economically beneficial for their roads 
to incorporate ee Peete short lines in 
their systems, and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, on the other hand, refuses to 
allow mergers of important roads unless the 
short roads are taken in with them. Pro- 
ponents of consolidation schemes which in- 
clude short lines believe that by getting them 
into a big profitable system their earning 

wer will be increased and their property 
Quilt up. On the other hand, it often times 
happens that when a small non-profitable 
short line road is taken over by a large Class 
1 road, the net income decreases rather than 
increases. That is because local interests at 
once demand more trains, better connec- 
tions, and generally better service than 
traffic on the road ee itself would permit. 
Also the states in which such short lines are 
located demand more taxes, labor wants 
higher wages, and the expenses of the small 
road rapidly mount, whereas the gross 
revenues do not keep pace. Such has been 
the experience in several instances, and it 
has discouraged railroad executives from 
taking on these non-profitable lines merely 
for the sake of carrying forward their major 
consolidation plans. Ultimately this railroad 
merger muddle will be straightened out, but 
the situation is so involved politically and 
otherwise that it is impossible to predict how 
soon an effective merger movement will get 
under-way. In the meantime it is not wise 
to speculate on railroad merger prospects. 
Business, is still 2 per cent below normal as 
recorded by the Babsonchart.”
